Dear BA'ers, 
It's quiz time. 


While rummaging through a junk box, I found an oddity and I'm curious as 
to what it once was. 

It was a hermetically sealed unit about 3"H x 2"W x 1" thick. At the 
bottom is a circular terminal board 

for hardwiring. In the middle of the device is a circuit board for three 
5718 tubes with holding clips and on the reverse side there is three 
paper foil capacitors and some resistors. Knowing the application of 
the 5718 tube would help to identify what the unit did. If one of the 
three tubes failed, it certainly would have made a very expensive 
replacement being permanently sealed.

Toured the Liberty Ship JOHN W BROWN this afternoon, at Baltimore's 
Inner Harbor. This is the only such ship on the East coast. The radio 
room is fully restored. It has an ET 8023-D1 HF transmitter, 2-24 MC, 
and an ET 8024-A transmitter 300-500 KC, 200 watts. Matching receivers 
are AR 8506B and AR 8510. They run off ships power, 120 VDC, with the 
aid of MG sets. Only Morse is used, no speech transmission. The panel 
has a clock with the auto alarm and silent periods marked in red, and 
there is an auto alarm decoder panel. I took some pictures. We'll see 
what comes out. 


Our guide was a radio operator on a Liberty Ship, so he knew what he 
was talking about. I told him about BA and asked if I could use his 
name and call here. He's Nelson Caley, W8EAR, of Canton, OH. He said 
not all ships had the HF radio. If you didn't, you were limited to 
about 200 miles, so you tried to find someone to relay your message. 


Then we went down to the engine room, where a single 3 stage piston 


steam engine turns the screw directly at 76 RPM, driving the 450 foot 
ship at 11 knots. But that's not the subject of this group, is it.

black-white to R27 or C59A 


I do not think it makes any difference which way the secondary goes in, 
somebody correct me if I am wrong. 


So if one of you kind persons out there would look into the bottom 
of your Ranger, tell me how your's is hooked up.

So it polyurathane varnish looks like a suitable coil dope and it grabs 
the wire and former well.

Hi, Gang! 


Q-dope, or coil dope? It's simple stuff and last time I looked, GC 
still made it. 


But you can make it, too! There are only two ingredients, one of which 
is very bad for you. Polystrene dissolved in Toluene is the basic 
receipe, and it's the toluene that'll get you. ("Why do you think they 
call it dope?" to quote an old public-service announcement) . 

You *xmust*x work in a well-ventilated area, away from sparks, open 
flame, closed flame and hot things. "Vapor may cause flash fire or 
igniteexplosively...DO NOT SMOKE. Use only with adequate ventilation. 
Avoid contact with eyes, skin, clothing..." and that's just a partial 
quote of what it says on my can of the stuff, available at most hardware 
stores. It's nasty stuff, overexposure to which can cause brain and/or 
nervous system damage; you have to play safe, okay? 

What you do is pour a very xsmall*x amount in a glass or metal contaner 
with a lid, and put chunks of clear polystrene in it. Wait a bit and 
close the lid; the plastic will dissolve. Most cheap, rigid clear plasic 
is polystrene and if you don't have any, visit a plastics emporium and buy 
some. If the resulting glop is too thin, add more polystrene; if it is 
too thick, add more toluene. That's all there is to it. 

DO NOT inhale the vapors of toluene or Q-dope, and don't dope up coils 
in a poorly-ventilated space, either; the way this stuff works is, the 
toluene evaporates out and leaves a nice homogenous, rigid coat of plastic 
behind. 

It also tends to evaporate out of even a sealed-up container of Q-dope, 
very slowly (it must have a very low vapor pressure?). That's why I have 
a can of toluene--you usually have to add a teaspoon or so to your Q-dope 
every year. Frankly, that's the xonlyx use I have for it--it's sometimes 
used as a paint thinner, cleaner or stripper, which is about like cutting 
your hair with a flamethrower.
